•would take off all licenss both high sad 
low. So far as the police power invesrisd 
•wholly io the s'.ates ia concerned the law 


of oonEress exprsssly 
recognizes this 


power but stys jraotioally that TV here the 
Btatea allow it to bo made and sold the 
goneral government -will his it. 
Over 


the manufacture and sale the states have 
absolute power over all domestic liquors 
and over the sale of all imported liquors. 
The only thing that congress could do, 
would be to tax it out of existence. As 
there ia no limit to taxation, the power to 
tax is the power to destroy. 


Some advocate tbe repeal of all laws, 


leaving the sale of liquor unrestricted, 
in the professed expectation that the evils 
of intemperance would work out their 
own cure, or soon become so great as to 
compel the people to resort to prohibi- 
tion for self-preservation. The absurdity 
of this plea would render it unworthy of 
notice, were it not just smb. a sophism 
as is fitted to carry away eorne good peo- 
ple who have not courage enough to ea- 
oounter an enemy, vainly defer the con- 
test In the hope that he will destroy him- 
self. It would be n fearful experiment, 
the power o£ which to excite the frienaa 
of virtue to action; would depend entirely 
on the comparative decrease of their own, 
and 
the increase ot tbair enemy's 


strength. 


Strange reasoning this! Would the 


repeal ol all laws against licentiousness 
and a legislative nullification ot the mar- 
riage covenant tend to promote the mor- 
al purity of the community ? 
Would & 


repeal of tba laws against theft, forgery 
violence and minder, tend to the dirain- 
nation of those crimes ? Wonld it be 
safe or expedient to repeal all laws to

But keep your 
hands off of defenceless women. Father 
may bo dead, but there are enough brothers 
left to demand und sco that they get justice.

was suggested to ns that we would fiad 
difficulty arise in ease 6 second alarm 
should be turned in from 3 box in tht 
vicinity o! one from vhich an alarm had 
just been given, but upon s careful test 
we find that the boxes ara non-interfer- 
ing, and that a second alarm in nD way 
interferes with the first, Mr. Chandler 
bas presented to tha city, without charge, 
two boxes, to bo located ond used by us 
in addition to those provided by hie con- 
tract. In accepting theee, we wonld rec- 
ommend that one be placed at eacn engine 
house, or tbe point most sonvanient 
and nectesary for such purpose.

Tbe striker connected with the alarm is 
sufficient for a bell much larger than the 
one tbe city now has. The present bel1' 
weighs 250 pounds. 
There is much 


complaint lhat the alarm cannot be heard 
beyond a comparatively short distance 
from 
Ihe engine bouse, but 
with 


a 
larfjfr 
bell 
that 
would corres- 


pond with tlie capacity of [the striker the 
alarm ould be heard throughout tbe 
oity. It will be necessary to procure the 
services of a connetont man lo t;ke 
charge of tho system. Mr. Kichardsoti, 
who lias ohtrge of tho telephone lines in 
this cify, is a suitable person for the po- 
sition. His sfrvices can bo procured for 
£32 50 a raontb, and we recommend that 
the oity should employ him at that sal- 
ary. In conclusion we take pleasure in 
recommendicg tho acceptance of this 
work as Mr. Chandler has done it.
